Organize For 
Red Cross Drive. 


Organization for the Red 
Cross Drive for funds which 
will be held from May 11 to 23 
inclusive, was commenced at 
an executive meeting of the lo- 
cal branch held on Tuesday 
evening. 

Organizing committees were 
set up for the East, West and 
Town and these committees 
will lay out the districts and 
appoint canvassers to call on 
every person in the community. 

The committees appointed 
were: Hast, H. Morgan and A. 
Brusso; West, C. E. Reiber and 
W. H. Davies; Town, H. Lynch- 
Staunton and E. Brinton. 

$9,000,000.00 has been set as 
the objective and $2,500.00 has 
been set as the quota for this 
district. This means on a basis 
of the number of subscribers 
in the 1940 drive that an aver- 
age subscription of $5.00 will 
be needed to attain that quota. 
Of course many subscriptions 
of larger amounts will be need- 
ed to attain that average. 

This year the Canadian Gov- 
ernment is supplying the funds 
needed by the various organi- 
zations. But the Red Cross is 
necessarily excluded from that 
arrangement. The Red Cross 
is international. Its position 
rests on the Conventions of 
Geneva, ratified by acts of par- 
liament. These require that 
the Society be supported by 
voluntary subscriptions, and it 
is only by maintaining such 
support that the Canadian Red 
Cross Society can comand the 
rights, privileges and immuni- 
ties guaranteed under interna- 
national law. No beligerent 


Canadian Red Cross; to do so 
would be to destroy the inter- 
national status of the Society 
and even wipe out its immunity 
under fire. 

It is only through the Red 
Cross Society that any Cana- 
dian can do anything for a Can- 
adian, British, Australian or 
New Zealand prisoners of war. 
It is only through its enquiry 
bureau and its facilities for in- 
ternational investigation that 
information may be obtained 
as to missing Canadian fighting 
men.
